HUW THE GEEAT HNAN WORKSN.

His Tewmperate Habit of Livieg—An Ucto-
, but Wik an Unclounded
intellevt—Fian of His Vaiuable
History.

Modestly nestled among the more pre-
tentions dwellings which make the vicini-
ty of H and Seventeenth streets, Wash-
ington, D. C., ultra fashionable is a plain
two-story brick house. 1. has a comfor}-
able, substantial look from the ontside.
Cross its threshold and somethiog in the
very a ere suggesi~ quiet and re-
finement. Articles o. brie-a-brac and
virtn scatteied about_in careless profu-
sion give to the rooms a picturesque and
pleasing appearance. What few paintings
ornament the walls are seen upon a closer
inspection to be veritable chef"s d'wuere.
The library is pne of the most complete in
America. It embraces everything that
oould delight or impart information tothe
seeker after knowledge. Iu the midst of
this library sits the proprietor, an oid
man, 82 years of age. His hair and beard
aro all very gmy. Hois slight in figure
and a tritle under the medium in height.
When be strolls through the streets, as is
his wont, during the pleasant summer
cvenings, it is noticeable that those who
address him with the greatest deference
are the more prominent in official and di-
plomatic circles. Among the wulgar
crowd ho almost unknown., And
yet this man is ono of the grandest figures
in our latter-day civilization. He is Ban-
oroft, the historiau. [Ile rises in the
morning about 5 o'clock. His breakfast
is as plain as an anchorite’s. It includes
usntﬂ.:' a cup of ni:zl;ocolah. some fruit
(ei grapes or figs), a soft-boiled
and a hot roll. He eats n:g
until dinner, which is always a substan.
tial meal ; that he enjoys thoroughly. He
says few men can perform good brain
work ou a full stomach. During the morn
ing and until luncheon isover Bancroftex-
oludes everybodyexcept his two secretaries.
He dictates a while and then spends the
remainder of the morning in and
carefully revising the work of the previous
day. From 1 o’clock until 2:30 he receives
visitors. They come from all over the
country, but particularly from New York
and New England. Bancroft isone of the
“gights” of Washington and every tour.
ist, if ho bo a reading man, feels it his
bounden duty to pay him a call, in
the day he goos riding. Heo prefers the
saddlc when the weather is pleasant and
will sometimes travel a distance of twenty
and even thirty miles on these excursions.
Mr. Spofird, the librarian of Congress,
who is Bancroft’s most intimate friend and
who always rides out with him Sundays,
says that on a recent occasion they rode
thirty-six miles and when they feiurned to
the house Bancroft alizhtod with all the
agility of a man scarce half his age.

] eannot hope to live many years
longer,’- said Bancroft to a friend recently,
“but I am anxious before passing away
to finish the work I am at present enzaged
at. This I can accomplish in cight years
more. I am never sick and enjoy the best
of bealth. IHorace Dinney, of Philadel-
phia,lived to tho age of 95, and Titian was
99 when he left the stage of action. Am I
too sanguine in thinking that I shatl at
least be permitted to live until 902"’ And
thare was a wistful look in his grave face
which showed his deop auxisty to live,not
for the sake of existenco merely, but that
ho might instruct and benefit mankind.
The work to which Bancroft referved
was a recast of his history of the United
States. The original history appeared in
ten volumos, supplemented by two others
called the ** History of the Formation of
the Constitulion.” This latter work has
received tho very highest encomiums from
men of letters in the old world and the
new. Its close would indicate that the
author had the design of carrying the nar
rative still further. But he will not. e
says his remaining years will bs dovoted
solely to the compilation or recast of his
United States history. The revised edi-
will appear in six volumes, one of which is
already in the hands of the printer.
Speaking of this Mr. Spofford, who is
largely in his confidence, says: * The
rg::r will tind the pages of these vol-
u filled with matter no lesa in
teresting and important than the preced-
ing.

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A Flucky Woman’s Bacoess,
